The comparison 
shows a betterment of five million dollars for the 
early part of the year. That is a very substan: 
tial improvement, one which reflects credit upon 
the management and staff and gives hope that 
the enterprise may have seen its worst days. The 
season for heavy traffic is just beginning and 
the revenue for several coming months will be 
large. If expenses can be kept down to the present 
ratio, the system should by the end of the yeai 
have met all costs of operation and be able to 
turn in five millions or so to help pay the interest 
on the capital invested. That will not of course 
go far to cut down the expected deficit of sixty 
millions, but where the bill is so large any con- 
tribution will be weleomed by the taxpayers. That
